The William Getz stabbing case is be- 


ing investigated by the grand jury, and 
on indictment will probably be returned 
against Jesse Austin, his father-in-law, 
w.ho is now under a 81,000 bond for his 
appearance. Getz received four stabc, 
two in the tight breast, one in the pit of 
the stomach and one on the right arm.

A SENSATION AT LINCOLN. 


O d Man Burn a Attempts to Kill O. A. 


Uarptnter. 


LIKCOI.N, Deo. 2,—This oity was again 


thrown into excitement this evening by 
uuother Hct in tb*'Znra Burns tragedy. 
This moruiuK O.' A. Carpenter arrived' 
here from Dakota and spent mofct of the* 
day «t lending to business connected with 
tbe old firm of Estin & Carpenter. This 
evening about 5 o'clock be was sitting in 
tbe undertaking office of Uriah Hill, on 
Broadway street, when W. H. H. Burns, 
father ol Znra, came past. He saw Car- 
penter through the window, which is a 
double show window, and walked on past 
until he could see him through the door. 
He then drew a large revolver from his 
pocket and fired at Carpenter. He then 
walked quietly around the rquare and 
went home, not waiting to see the effect 
of his shot. On tbe road he met James 
Primm, and told him he had killed Car- 
penter. This news spread rapidly, and 
soon the streets were filled with people 
anxious to see and learn what had been 
done. It was found that the bullet from 
his revolver had struck the iron door post 
in front of where Carpenter was sitting 
and had glanced off, doing no barm fur- 
ther than frightening Hill and Carpenter 
out ot their boots. The latter hurriedly 
retreated into the hack room, where he 
was soon joined by Ool. Lynch, one of his 
attorneys at the recent trial. At this 
writing Burns has not been arrested. He 
probably will be charged with assault 
with a deadly weapon. It is amusing to 
hear the different opinions offered on this 
point. Some say he should be arrested 
at once, some soy he will not be, and oth- 
ers go so far as to say had he killed Car- 
penter he would never have been conviot- 
ed for it. One man said: "Well, I don't 
want him to shoot the post. I want him 
to shoot Carpenter." It is thought the 
old man's mind is unbalanced through the 
great trouble he has experienced. Last 
summer, before Carpenter left here, Mr. 
Burns was seen watching for him and 
carrying a shot-gun, saying he would kill 
him. He came near shooting T.T. Beach 
at one time, mistaking him for Carpenter.

Crime.

In the REPUBLICAN ot last evening 


were given the partionJani of the murder- 
ous assault made on William Getz at his 
home place new Boody in Bine Mound 
township on Thanksgiving night. Getz 
was stabbed in the breast and in the 
abdomen, the latter thrust inflicting fatal 
injuries. To-day Gefz, who is at Mr. 
Ferguson's house, 8 wiles south ot Deoa- 
tur, was believed to be in a dying condi- 
tion, and hii brother, Pitt Getz, went 
first to Boody for Justice Herbert to take 
the victim's dying deposition, but Mr. It. 
had gone to Indianapolis and the justice 
at Elwin was procured to write down tne 
dying statement. 


The stabbing was done at Gelz's house 


while he was seated at the table eating 
his supper, He had been in Deoatnr, and 
with a half gallon of whisky had started 
for home in a wagon accompanied by 
Badge Stevens and another mac. On the 
way the party stopped at the home of 
Jesse Auitln, father-in-law ot Gelz. Ana- 
tin got in the wagon and went to Getrt 
home with the party. 


It was while Getz was seated at bin 


table, as previously stated, that the lamp 
was extinguished, and then the stabbing 
was done. Parlies who have talked with 
Oelz state that be says his wife's father, 
Jesse Austin, did the stabbing, and he 
will so swear in his dying declaration. 
Allot the men had been drinking and 
were more or less under the influence of 
liquor, and some sharp words passed on a 
trivial matter, when the assault as de«- 
oribed occurred. 


Friday morning the wife of Getz went 


to the Ferguson place to see her husband, 
but he refused to allow her to enter the 
room. He is quoted as saying that he 
believes she and her father conspired to- 
gether to take his life. It was 4'ridny 
morning that Ira Warniok met Jesse Aus- 
tin and told him that Gelz had been stab- 
bed. "Who did that?" asked Austin, 
"lou should know," said Warniok. "They 
accuse you of the deed." Lifting hia bat, 
Austin replied, "Well, there is where the 
scoundrel struck me," pointing to a soar. 


Our Boody informant states that Mr' 


Austin, who is past 65 and the owner ot 
100 acres of land, cannot be found, and it 
is believed that he has gone out ot the 
county.

Getz ia a farmer about 35 y|?arn of age 


and has a wife but no children. He has 
a farm of 40 acres. About five yean ago 
he was shot in the leg in a mysterious 
manner, but no one was arrested. 


The authjrities will take the present 


case in charge and no doubt the arrest of 
the assassin will soon follow.

Palmer to 
disuiiss the mandamus proceedings, 
and pompously added, "let him pro- 
ceed according to law." Gov. Ham- 
iston will probably act in the matter 
to-day. 
Meanwhile the investiga- 


tion as to the perpetrators of the 
fraud is going on in Chicago with 
no abatement. The party who made 
the engraved head for the bogus 
tickets on Friday, Nov. 21, has b«en 
found, and the busy newspaper re- 
porters have "got onto" a lead which 
they are working for all it is worth, 
with a good prospect that it will not 
only result in revealing the parties 
who printed the tickets but the per 
son upon whose order it was done— 
which is the most important matter 
after all. The indications are that 
the explosion will soon take place, 
and that it will be a startling one 
when it comes.

Postmaster General Hatton, in

The 
cost of the service over the revenues 
for the past year was 15,204,484, 
and for the current year the depart- 
ment asks for $4,826,349 from the 
Treasury.

This is a smaller 
jroportion of loss than in any pre- 
vious year.

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 8.- 


Ttc report ot tho Utah Commission, ex- 
Secretary ot War Kuinscy chairman, was 
jn»de public yesterday. The commission 
uya tbtit their duties have been faithfully 
and successfully performed, with results 
•bowing that at tho recent election for 
delegate to Congress and other elections 
el county oflicials, held under their su- 
pervision, all poljgamists were excluded 
from voting and holding ofllco. 
The 


Utah delegate-elect to Congress, Mr. 
John T. Calnc, Is a Mormon, but he does 
not now and never has lived in polygamy, 
»nd Is therefore eligible under tho law. 


The report says that fora year or more, 


after efforts to enforce tho law were in- 
stituted, polygamlo teachings from the 
'tnlplt were rarely heard, and there were 
observable indications that the practice 
t>l polygamy might measurably decline; 
but during the present year there appears 
\ohavcbcen a polygomlc revival. The 
Institution ia boldly and defiantly defend- 
ed by spiritual teachers, and plural mai- 
liaacs arc reported on the increase, 
•f Three-fourths of tho Mormon adults, 
male and female, have never entered into 
the polygamic relation, yet every ortho- 
dox Mormon, every member in good 
stacdin" in the Church, believes in polyg- 
amy. As an illustration of tlio oneness 
ol faith amouf? 
Mormons 
respecting 


polygamy, attention is called to un im- 
portant polygamy case, recently tried in 
Salt Lake City, where every Mormon on 
the iuiy panel, In answer to the question 
"J)oyoubeJie\e it right for u man to 
have more than one living and undlvoiccd 
wife at tho siunc time!1" answered imhes- 
itatlugly, "Yes, sir." 


The trial of this case caused a pro- 


found sensation throughout the Terri- 
tory. Tho defendant, Hudger Clawson, 
'(the sou of n Bishop), and his two 
•wives belonged to the beltei class o( 
Mormon society. Although his polygaimu 
marriage had been notorious in the com- 
munity for months, no direct evidence of 
it was disclosed until given 
by liis 


necond wife after a short 
imprison- 


ment for contempt of court for refus- 
ing to testify. All other witnesses exam- 
ined and there were many, including 
the immediate relatives of the'parties, the 
President and other high otlluurs of the 
church, every one, except the second 
wife, disclaimed all knowledge of the 
marriage. Clawsou was convicted, and 
before sentence was passed declared 
judgment should not bo passed agamst 
him because tho laws of hla country wcie 
In conflict with the laws of God. The 
Constitution, ho .said, expressly states 
that Congress shall make no law respect- 
Ing the o&tablishment of religion or pro- 
hibiting the free cxcrelso of it. 1'olyga- 
moim marriage, he said, when sanctioned 
by religions rites and ceremonies is the 
establishment of 1'el gion, and the anti- 
polygamy laws wore designed to operate 
iigamat such marriages, and >\ ere there- 
fore unconstitutional, 
This view ex- 


pressed by Clawson, tho report says, is in 
conformity with the uniform sentiment ol 
all tho Mormon people; hut while this is 
their creed, many Mormons arc reluctant 
to enter Into tho polygamlc relation, so 
the trial rind conviction ol Claw son will 
probably have a restraining influence upon 
young Mormons. 


The commission urge a vigorous en- 


forcement of the present 
laws. 
The 


Government has to deal with a people 
wonderfully superstitious and fanatically 
devoted to their religion; and a sudden 
overthrow of polygamy as a result of tho 
enforcement of the present anti-polygamy 
Jaws is not to be expected. They recom- 
mend additional legislation in the nature 
of amendments to tho existing 
laws, 


•which they think will greatly strengthen 
the hands of both the commission and the 
counts. They express the opinion that His 
not unlikely the Federal Government will 
finally find it necessary to take into its 
own Lands all civil power in Utah.

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 3.— 


The Cbtel ol the Bevonae Marine, in his 
annual report, shows tho cost of conduct- 
ing the service lor tho year to have been 
f 881,911. The gignlUcant fact is noted 
in connection with this, that the assessed 
amxrant ol fines upon vessels apprehend- 
ed through tho efforts of the service dur- 
ing the year was almost as great as tho 
cost ol maintaining 
it^amountlng to 


>«88,642, 


The relief work ol the year excels that 


el any former yqar. Assistance was ren- 
dered to 24G shipwrecked or distressed 
Teasels. Upon these vessels were 3,810 
persons, inauy of whose lives were im- 
perilled, and sixty-three were saved from 
drowning. The special work of the serv- 
ice has been more than usually import- 
ant. 
Tho Corwin, Captain Uealy, cruised ex- 


tensively in the waters of Alaska during 
the past season. The work has been pro- 
ductive of most gratifying results. 
The 


traffic in rum by illicit traders, and tho 
consequent demoralization and injury of 
tho native population, havo been almost 
entirely arrested on all the coasts. 
The 


Alaskan work of tho revenue mailne, it is 
believed, conld not now be abandoned 
•without serious injury to tho country. 


Recommendation is made lor new and 


larger vessels lor service at the port ol 
Hew York and Alaskan waters. 


MABIXE HOSPITAL SEBVIOE. 


Annual Report oi Surgeon-General Ham- 
ilton. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 3.—Sur- 


geon-General Hamilton ol the Marino 
Hospital Service has submitted his an- 
nual report, which shows that during the 
past year -ti,751 patients received rellel 
from this service, ol ivhom 13,078 -were 
treated in hospitals and 81,673 at dispen- 
•aries. The substitution by the last Con- 
gress of duties on tonnage la place oi the 
hospital tax as a means of supporting this 
•ervicc, the report says, is likely to prove 


inadequate, and a deOeieacy ol $l.o,000 
is now indicated. Daring the year sev- 
enty-eight cases ol small-pox were report- 
ed, ol which thirty-sis dictl, lorty rccoy- 
ercd and two remained under treatment 
at the close ol the fiscal year. Two hun- 
dred and thirteen cases oi Irost-bitc were 
treated during the same period. 


The erection ol new hospitals at Cairo, 


Jll.j Cincinnati, Ohio; New Orlq|ps, 
La., and Baltimore, Md., has progressed 
so far that the hospitals at New Orleans 
and Cincinnati, will soon be ready lor oc- 
cupancy. 
Quarantines are still maintained at Ship 


Island, at Sapelo Sound, at the entrance 
to Chesapeake Bay, and at the Delaware 
Breakwater. 


Though the system ol inspecting by 


the Marine Hospital as to contagious dis- 
eases has been satisfactory, Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Hamilton says:

The Eccentric Suicide'* lUe In Illinois. 


CHICAGO, ILL., December 3.—Dr. Fer- 


nande De Castro, who committed suicide 
on Sunday 'In a hotel at Newark, N. J., 
resided in this city lor several years. He 
liod great linguistic accomplishment and 
considerable medical skill. His 
ante- 


cedents were totally shrouded in mystery. 
At times ho declared himsell an Italian 
Count, who had abandoned vast estates 
for some romantic-cause, at others a 
scion ol a proud old Castilian larnlly, and 
an exile from his birth-place because ol 
political reasons; again a Russian prince, 
and at another time he intimated that ho 
was a Swedish noble who bad presumed 
to differ too materially with his King. 


Some years ago he met the beantiful 


daughter of A. T. Spencer, the vessel 
agent, and so imposed upon her youthful 
fancy with his assumption of great wealth 
and claims to distinguished lineage, that 
she married him. Three children were 
born of this marriage, who now aeside 
with their grandparents in Wankegan, 111. 
Despite revelations which could not fall 
loawakendlsliust, despite ill-treatment 
and her husband's increasing habits of 
intoxication, the devoted youug wifo 
Lluiif? to the man she had so rashly rnai- 
rkd until her family compelled him to 
leather. She died about tliree years
